Wy dear Doctor Dunham: 


The approach of the holiday season brings again to our thoughts 
the annual sale of Christmas Seals to sid the nationwide fight against 
tuberculosis for another year. AlIthough in recent years the death rate 
from tuberculosis has been halved, this disease still ranks first as a 
cause of death between the ages of l€ and 40, and it still causes nearly 
75,000 deaths in the United States annually. 


Not by one thing alone, but by many means of attack, both direct 
and indirect, tuberculosis must be fought. Fifty years ago Doctor Trudeau 
pointed the way to ful t t. Sanatorium care is still indis- 
pensable. Hence, we need commodious special and general hospitais for 
tuberculous petients. 


For those with early disease, I believe the sanatorium is best 
for cure; and petients with advanced disease also need se resourceful 
hospital. More beds are needed, especieliy for tubercuious children. 
But prevention is even more important. To protect infants and young 
children and to avoid the infection of adolescents and adults, the re- 
sources of every community ere taxed. 


The task before us is more than @ medical problem. Physicians, 
nurses, and hospitals are only a part of the great defensive force, which 
must include the heads of all families, governors and mayors, educators, 
social workers, scout masters, volunteer workers, charity organizations, 
pure food experts, and the forces of the United States Government. The 
National Tuberculosis Association and its local branches give competent 
leadership. 


By wise arrangement, the responsibility for the sale of Christmas 
Seals is @ local one. The money is spent locally by and for the residents 
of each city, town, or county. It is part of wisdom for each locality to

It pays in money, in 
list checking information, and it main- 
tains with prospects and contributors 
the value of Christmas Seals. Properly 
prepared first and second follow-up 
messages bring in good dividends on 
the investment in printing and postage. 

John B. Kennedy’s phrase “Our 
economic jitters are passing” aptly 
expresses the upward trend, and this 
year we must not neglect the business- 
like procedure of letting people whom 
we have solicited know that we want 
a reply to our courteously worded 
appeal. 

Many will have already made plans 
for a “reminder” message to be sent 
to those not heard from by December 
fifteenth. We all recognize that it is 
easier by far to get seals paid for 
before Christmas than after. Samples

Reserve Rooms Early 


All who are thinking about attend- 
ing the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association to be 
held in Saranac Lake, June 24-27, 
1935, should give early consideration 
to hotel reservations. 

Saranac Lake Village itself, with its 
8,000 population, can accommodate 
only half of the thousand persons who 
are expected to attend the meeting, 
including a number who will be house 
guests of friends in the Village. In 
view of this fact, the local committee 
have made arrangements to house del- 
egates in hotels outside of the Village, 
and for this purpose have selected 
hotels in Lake Placid and the Saranac 
Inn on Upper Saranac Lake. 

In the Village of Saranac Lake 
proper, the Saranac Hotel is the only

of such messages are in the hands of 
your state secretaries, as well as illus- 
trated in the Seal Sale manuals. 

The first follow-up which should 
always go out before January fifteenth 
may well be a postcard, although the 
mimeographed letter folded twice, 
sealed with a Christmas Seal and sent 
under a 1¢ pre-cancelled stamp, has 
pulled exceptionally well in some 
places. Below are daily receipts for a 
western association from cards versus 
letters:

When using the 1¢ folded letter it 
is probably best to use a bright colored 
paper such as green, goldenrod, or sal- 
mon, since colors have attention value 
far in excess of white. 

The printed government postcard 
or the larger commercial card sent 
under permit is of course the simplest 
and least expensive type of follow-up 
and one successful association secre- 
tary claims there is added value in the 
postcard which all the family can 
read. When using this or any type of 
unsealed message it is well to have in

mind the post office regulation cover- 
ing the sending of collection messages. 
We quote from Printer’s Ink: 


“No less an authority than Horace J. 
Donnelly, solicitdr of the post office depart- 
ment, madé a statement several months 
ago ‘that postcards cannot be used for 
collection messages. 

“In Mr. Donnelly’s statement he said it 
is unlawful for anyone to deposit in the

mails ‘any postal or postcard containing 
a dun for an overdue account or bearing 
any other kind of matter that might reflect 
upon the character or conduct of the 
addressee, such as a threat to sue or in 
any way intimidate the debtor.’ 

“The law authorized the confiscation of 
such cards and provides for the conviction 
of the sender with a penalty of a fine of 
not more than $5,000 or imprisonment for 
not more than five years, or both. 

“There is nothing in the law, however, 
that prevents the use of a postal or post- 
card bearing a respectful request for the 
settlement of a current amount or that 
gives notice that an account will be due, 
but such notices should not indicate that 
balances have not been paid. 

“It is also proper to send on cards such 
notices as a bill up to the time that an 
account is payable but nothing should be 
sent out after that date indicating that the 
account is past due, unless it is enclosed 
in a sealed envelope which requires first- 
class rate, or as just stated, the commu- 
nication can come under the rather rigid 
requirements of third-class mail.” 


As the number of prospects to be 
followed up decreases, it seems obvious 
that we may consider letters under 
first class postage and sometimes even 
personal letters. 

Many associations in their second 
follow-up message use special letter- 
heads, as for instance, the Boston 
specimen which was printed on a 514”

Comparatively Few Fail to 
Remit for Health Seals 


Checkup on the Still Unreturned Seals Re- 
veals Some Interesting Facts and Perhaps 
Your Name is Among the ‘‘Missing’’ 


It is a source of the greatest satisfaction 
to the committee in charge of the 1933 
sale of Christmas Health Seals that the 
response has been so prompt and has 
evidenced, in most instances, such whole- 
hearted cooperation in this fine enterprise. 
Out of an approximate 1,100 persons who 
received seals this year, there yet remain 
only 317 from whom nothing has been 
heard. 

This is most gratifying. Many of those 
unable to buy any seals at all this year 
have returned them with courteous little 
notes of explanation, in which they ex- 
pressed their interest and goodwill with a 
promise to help as soon as financial con- 
ditions are better. A splendid majority has 
sent money, some retaining their full allot- 
ment, others keeping as many as they can 
afford. 

A complete card index is kept of every 
name to which seals were sent with the 
number enclosed or returned. In this way 
the committee knows exactly who has 
responded and urges that those who have 
not already done so act, as they are more 
than eager to wind up this year’s business 
and “call it a day.” 

A checkup on still-unreturned seals re- 
veals the interesting fact that 33 persons 
whose names begin with C are yet un- 
heard from; 28 with M for their last 
initial; 25 F’s; 22 W’s; 20 B’s; 19 H’s; 
18 T’s; 17 D’s; 16 R’s; 13 each of K’s 
and 12 E's; 14 10 P's; 7 J's; 
6 V’s; 4 each of Mc’s and E’s; 3 U’s; 
2 Y’s and 2 Zs. I, G, N and O are 100 
per cent returned, but there are still 37 
S’s among the missing, but more peoples’ 
names begin with S than any other letter, 
thanks to the Smiths, perhaps.

modern hotel but its accommodations 
are relatively limited. Within the near 
future information will be available 
regarding lower-priced accommoda- 
tions in and around the Village. 

A new concrete highway is just 
being completed between Saranac 
Lake and Lake Placid and will enable 
delegates to motor comfortably from 
Lake Placid to Saranac Lake in fif- 
teen to twenty minutes. The distance 
is only eight and a half miles. 

Of the hotels listed in Lake Placid, 
Hotel Marcy and Hotel Belmont are 
both in the village itself. Lake Placid 
Club on Mirror Lake is on the out- 
skirts of the village. Whiteface Inn on 
Lake Placid is about a mile from the 
village but in the general direction of 
Saranac Lake. 

Saranac Inn, one of the famous 
hostelries in the Adirondacks, located 
on Upper Saranac Lake, is reached by 
motor over a good road and is thirty 
to forty minutes from Saranac Lake. 

It should be noted that the rates 
given for hotels outside of Saranac 
Lake include breakfast and the eve- 
ning meal. Noonday meals may be 
secured in Saranac Lake. Transporta-

tion for outlying hotels will be pro- 
vided by the local committee to and 
from Saranac Lake and the rate will 
be sufficiently low so that it will not 
exceed 50¢ a day. Delegates with 
private cars available will be asked to 
register this fact with the local com- 
mittee on arrangements. Ample park- 
ing space will be provided. 

The meetings themselves will be 
held in the Town Hall Auditorium, 
accommodating about 1,200 persons 
and in the High School, a modern 
building with excellent accommoda- 
tions for section groups, exhibits, etc. 

The program for the meeting will 
be announced in full in the March 
BULLETIN. 

The table below giving hotel rates 
is reliable and may be followed with 
assurance that these hotels have the 
recommendation of local people. 

The managers of these hotels assure 
us that they will maintain these rates 
unless the national financial situation 
changes radically.

Winners in Contest 


The Short Story Contest recently con- 
ducted by the Journal of the Outdoor Life 
resulted in some excellent stories. The 
requirements that there should be some 
reference to the Christmas Seal woven in 
was a difficult one, but the majority of the 
contestants managed to abide by rules of 
short story writing and still insert inter- 
esting propaganda. Stories were received 
from practically every state in the country 
and there were many from Canada. New 
York State, California, Minnesota, Penn- 
sylvania and Illinois were best repre- 
sented. Every one of the men and women 
who wrote a story must have learned 
something about tuberculosis and health 
work and each has gained some knowl- 
edge of what the Christmas Seal stands 
for. As a result of a notice sent to Writ- 
er’s Digest we received inquiries about the 
Contest requirements from 376 profes- 
sional writers. Of this number 35 entered. 

The prizes were awarded as follows: 
first prize, $50, to Dorothy de Chantal, 
Gaylord Farm, Wallingford, Connecticut, 
for “Mrs. Newton Takes a Hand”; sec- 
ond prize, $25, Adelia Hilden, 1922 Oliver 
Avenue, North, Minneapolis, for “One 
Wise Man.” These two prize winning 
stories appear in the December issue of 
the Journal of the Outdoor Life. 


News Reel 


Later information indicates that our 
announcement last month under News 
Reel regarding the use of paper films in 
California on a five-year plan was in- 
correct.

One million dollars has recently been 
allotted to the United States Public Health 
Service from Federal Emergency Relief 
funds for allocation to local health de- 
partments. Certain regulations govern dis- 
tribution of these funds and local health 
officers must meet required qualifications. 
Your state association has further infor- 
mation.

Associatoin reports that the Borden and 
Sheffield milk companies will again carry 
the special message, “Have You Bought 
Your Christmas Seals Yet?” on their milk 
bottle caps throughout New York and 
surrounding areas from December 1 until 
Christmas. Last year this message was 
carried on over three million bottle caps. 


Mr. Raymond H. Greenman, Executive 
Secretary of the Tuberculosis and Health 


Association of Rochester and Monroe 
County, New York, writes that WHAM, 
associated with the Blue Network of 
NBC will originate a 15-minute program 
twice a week, Tuesdays and Saturdays at 
11:15 A. M. This program is intended 
especially for tuberculosis patients curing 
at home or in sanatoria in western New 
York, the lower Provinces of Canada, 
northeastern Pennsylvania and Saranac 
Lake. There will be music and entertain- 
ment, news and chatter. The program 
starts December 4. During the Christ- 
mas Seal campaign news of progress 
throughout the territory covered by the 
Station will be featured. Subsequently, 
monographs by Stephen Chalmers, includ- 
ing “The Beloved Physician” will be 
sympathetically presented. 


New Orleans in 1936 


At a recent meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the National Tuberculosis 
Association it was definitely decided that 
the 1936 annual meeting be held in New 
Orleans. The dates for the meeting have 
not definitely been fixed, but they will 
probably come about the third week in 
April. Further information concerning 
hotel headquarters and other arrangements 
will be published later in the BULLETIN. 
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
